European  Intelligence. 

Germany* 

STRASBURGH,  March  !*• 
We  have  this  day  received  fome  details 
of  the  battle  which  was  fought  on  the  21ft 
and  22dof  this  month,  between  the  army 
of  the  Danube  &  that  of  prince  Charles. 
The  conteft  was  maintained  with  great 
perfeverar.ee  on  both  fides,  and  tha  lofs 
is  very  great.  Our  army,  which  was 
much  inferior  to  that  of  the  Aullrians, 
has  loll  fome  ground.  It  retreated  from 
Sulgau  and  Aulendorff,  to  Pfullendorff 
and  Mefkiruh;  and  on  the  22d  the  head- 
quarters were  transferred  to  Stockack, 
and  afterwards  to  Engen.  The  centre 
of  the  army  took  a  new  pofition  between 
that  town  and  Stockack,  and  encamped  in 
the  environs  of  Aach.  The  left  wing 
which  lias  equally  loft  ground,  was  polled 
between  Sigmaringen  and  Tutlingen. — 
The  body  comanded  by  Gen.  Vandame, 
which  was  to  advance  to  the  left  bank  of 
the  Danube,  drew  near  to  that  river  on 
the  22d,  and  effected  a  junction  with  the 
divifion  of  Gen.  St.  Cyr. 

Prince  Charles  advanced  as  far  as  Ho- 
henthengen,  but  he  was  attacked  on  the 
23d  bv  troops  under  commanded  by  Gen. 
St.  Cyr.  The  cavalry  commanded  by 
Gen.  Haulpoult,  ditinguilhed  itfelf  in  a 
very  brilliant  manner  in  this  engagement, 
and  fuccceded  after  a  very  (harp  action, 
b  repulfing  the  Auftrians,  and  enabling 
the  army  again  to  march  forward.  It  is 
even  added,  that  the  head-quarters  were 
on  the  24th,  to  be  again  transferred  to' 
Stockack,  and  that  the  military  adminis- 
trations eftabliflied  at  Fribourg  in  Brif- 
gau,  received  orders  to  follow  the  army. 

General  Ferino,  on  his  part,  engaged 
the  the  left  wing  of  the  Auftrians  on  the 
21ft  and  2zd,  on  the  Lake  of  Conftance, 
between  Uberlingen  and  Moerfpomv,  and 
completely  routedit.  He  advanced  with 
trie  divifion,  and  that  of  Gen.  Souhatn, 
which  form  the  right  wing  of  the  army  of 
the  Danube,  as  far  as  Bregentz.  The 
communication  between  Jourdan  and 
Mafleua  lias  not  been  intercepted. 

STUTGARI),  March  15. 
Accounts  have  been  bronght  here  by 
ftrangers,  who  arrived  from  the  neighbour- 


hood of  Memmingen,  that  General  Hotze, 
after  having  received  a  reinforcement  of 
10,000  men,  repulfed  the  French,  in  his 
turn,  on  the  8th  and  9th  and  that  he  had 
already  advanced  as  far  as  Vaduz.  We 
are  allured  that  the  action  of  the  10th  was 
decifive. 

Helvetic  Republic. 

LUCERNE,  March  13. 

Wc  have  received  the  following  details 
refpecting  the  expedition  of  general  La- 
courbe.  On  the  5th  that  general,  at  the 
head  of  12,000  men,bcgan  his  march  from 
Bellinzone,  and  entered  the  valley  of  Mi- 
fon.  After  a  /light  conteft,  he  repulfed 
the  enemy's  advanced  pofts.  On  the  6th 
and  7th,  the  French  continued  to  advance 
and  after  two  very  brilk  engagements,they 
penetrated  by  St.  Bernardlnto  Rheinwald. 

The  attacks  on  the  fide  of  Porchiava, 
Bergwell, and Splugnerburg,  were  nothing 
but  feints.  All  the  French  troops,  to  the 
number  of  16,000  put  themfelvts  motion 
on  the  6th. — Their  plan  feems  to  be,  to 
penetrate  by  the  mountains  into  the  Tyrol 

The  French  have  gained  new  advanta- 
ges in  the  country  of  the  Grifons  on  the 
frontiers  of  the  Tyrol. 

England*. 

LONDON,  April  5. 
The  R'eis  Effendi  is  ftated  to  have  no- 
tified to  the  Foreign  Minifters  at  Conftan- 
tinople  that  the  Englilh  fleet  which  block- 
ades Alexandria, has  captured  two  French 
fliips  of  the  line,  three  frigates  and  four 
fmallcr  veffels  of  war.  This  is  probably 
the  French  fquadron  lately  fitted  out  at 
Ancona,  and  faid  to  be  deilined  for  the 
relief  of  Corfu,  but  which  was  conjectur- 
ed to  be  for  Egypt. 

'  April  8. 

Ghezzar,  the  Pacha  of  Syria,  has  accor- 
ding to  letters  from  Conftantinople,  com- 
menced march  for  Egypt;  his  army  confid- 
ed of  three  columns  ;  one  directed  against 
Cairo,  the  other  againft  Damietta,  and  the 
third  to  join  Murad  Bey  who  maintained 
his  ground  againft  the  French. 

April  9. 
FRENCH  SUCCESSES. 
The  Paris  Gazettes  of  the  3d  and  4th, 
confirm  the  accounts  bro't  by  former  ad- 
vices of  the  fuccefs  of  the  French  in  Ita- 
ly, where  the  prefence  of  the  Ruffians  is 
highly  neceffary  to  ftop  the  career  of  the 
enemy. — General  Sherer  give  the  follow- 
ing account  of  the  victory  he  has  gained 
on  the  Adige :

Lacourbe  to  at- 
tack Finfterminfter  ;  and  alfo  the  divifion 
of  the  army  of  Italy,  in  the  Valtcline, 
under  my  command,  to  attack  Glurentz. 
That  gen.  performed  his  operations  in 
his  ufual  manner,  and  his  difpolitions 
were  made  with  fo  much  judgment,  that 
the  enemy  were  completely  defeated. 
The  refult  of  the  victory  is  feven  thou- 
fandpvifoners  and  twenty-five  pieces  of 
cannon.  The  troops  which  compofe  the 
two  divifions,  and  the  gallant  generals  at 
their  head,  are  entitled  to  the  higheft 
praife.  Gen.  Lacourbe  mentions  the 
conduct  of  the  confeription  foldiers  in 
terms  of  the  warmed  penegyric.  Accor- 
ding to  his  information,  Funfterminfter, 
Nanders,  and  Glurentz,  are  in  the  pof- 
feffion  of  our  troops.  I  fliall  have  the  ho- 
nor citizens  directors,  to  lay  before  you 
more  in  detail  the  circumftances  of  this 
brilliant  fuccefs  which  happened  on  the 
26th  of  March.

The  general  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  I- 
taly  and  Naples,  to  the  Executive  Di- 
reclory. 

"Head  Quarters  at  Catlc  Nuovo, 
26th  March,  7th  year—at  night. 
"  At  break  of  day  I  attacked  the  enemy 
in  his  pofition  between  the  lake  of  Garda 
and  the  Adige,  with  three  divifions.  Two 
other  divifions  proceeded  to  attack  Vero- 
na while  the  lixth  covered  Legnano. 

"  The  three  divifions  on  the  left  car- 
ried, fword  in  hand  twenty-two  redoubts 


or  fmall  forts  which  the  enemy  had  plan- 
ted rour.d  their  pofition.  The  flaughter 
was  dreadful.  After  a  moft  fanguinary 
combatoffour  hours,  gen.  Delmas  and 
Greniaf  drove  the  enemy  from  all  his  pd- 
fitions,  purfucd  htm  without  intermiiii,  n 
and  got  pofleffion  of  two  bridges  on  the 
Adige. 

"  The  divifion  of  Serrtirier,  on  its  part 
feconded  by  our  flotilla,  carried  all  be- 
fore it  along  the  lake  of  Garda. 

"The  two  divifions  which  proceeded 
againft  Verona  have  powerfully  contri- 
buted to  the  fuccefs  of  the  main  attack. 
They  fought  with  the  greateft  bravery 
from  day  break  until  dark  againft  a  very 
numerous  body  of  the  enemv. 

"Our  recruits  or  the  confeription  ri- 
valled the  courage  of  our  moft  veteran 
grenadiers.  Poles  Helvetians,  Piedmon- 
tefe,  Cifalpincs — all  have  done  their  du- 
ty, and  proved  themfelves  worthy  of  righ- 
ting by  the  fide  of  Frenchmen. 

"The  refult  of  this  battle  which  does 
honor  to  the  army  of  Italv,  even  compa- 
red with  its  former  victories,  has  put  in 
our  polfeffion  two  bridges  on  the  Adige, 
twelve  pieces  of  canon,  two  pair  of  co- 
lours,  and  about  4000  prifoners,  among 
whom  art  a  number  of  officers.  The  c- 
nemy  has,  befides,  left  on  the  field  above 
3000  killed,  and  a  great  number  wound- 
ed. 

"General  Delmas  has  received  a  ball 
in  his  leg,  but  he  It  ill  continu  s  to  fight, 
notwithstanding  his  wound.  Gen.  Delaf- 
me  received  a  wound  in  his  thigh,  which 
obliged  him  to  retire  from  the  field.

Dear  Sir, 
You  have,  no  doubt,  received  the  let- 
ter which  I  wrote  to  you  fome  days  ago, 
in  which  I  gave  you  an  account  of  our 
firft  fuccefles  in  the  Grifon  country.  Our 
victory  is  now  complete.  The  whole 
country  is  Ours.  Very  few  of  all  the 
Auftrians  who  were  there  have  efcaped. 
We  have  taken  from  11  to  12,000  pri- 
foners, 10  ftandardsof  the  Grifon  militi- 

a,  and  a  number  of  Auftrian  enfigm,  

Many  more  would  have  been  taken  had 
they  not  been  thrown  down  the  precioi- 
ccs.  There  are  no  longer  any  Auftrians  in. 
the  Grifon  country,  except  thofe  \\\\,-> 
have  faved  themfelves  in  the  mountains, 
where  they  will  foon  be  obliged  to  fur- 
render. 

It  was  gen.  Cafabianca  who  advanced 
from  the  Valteline,  made  himfelf  mailer 
of  the  valley  of  Engadin,  a.ul  t   >k  1 
fion  of  the  height,  which  feparate  tfie 
Grifons  from  the  Tyrol. 

By  the  taking  of  the  Grifon  country  by 
the  French,  the  theatre  of  war,  is  re- 
moved to  a  greater  diftance  from  Swit- 
zerland. 

A  Provifional  Municipality  was  ap- 
pointed at  Coire,  and  a  tree  of  liberty 
planted  on  the  12th.  Preparations  are 
making  to  hold  the  Primary  and  electoral 
aifemblies  through  the  whole  of  the  Gri- 
fons, to  choofe  deputies  for  the  Helvetic 
legiflativc  body  at  Lucerne.

Coire,  27  Ventofe,  (March  i7-> 
Citizens  Diretlors,

Plema,  in  following  his  route  fell  in  with 
the  Auftrians  in  force,  completely  I  sat 
them,  took  two  pieces  of  cannon  and  made 
2000  prifoners.

In  the  prefent  fituation  of  afiairs  I 
thought  the  importance  oFthis  fu< 
great  as  to  merit  being  communicated  to 
you  by  an  extraordinary  courier.

P.  S.  Citizens  directors,  I  open  my  Ut£ 
ter  to  inform  you  of  the  real  lofs  of  the  ?- 
nemy,  tranfmitted  to  me  by  gen.

The  number  of  prioatrs  at  the  pencil 


when  he  fent  ofThis  difpatches,  amounted 
to  3600  Auftrians,  among  which  are  a 
lieutenant  colonel,  two  majors  and  fifty 
officers.  The  enemy  likewile  loft  a  great 
number  in  killed  and  wounded.  We  have 
t'alen  from  them  a  great  quantity  of 
military  ftores — there  are  about  thirty 
cafes  of  cartridges — Thefe  were  the 
more  acceptable,  as  our  troops  might 
have  been  in  want  of  them* 

Gen.  Lecourbe  is  in  purfuit  of  the  e- 
nemy — by  this  time  he  will  have  taken 
polition  at  Finfterimnfter. 

I  cannot  fufliciently  praife  the  eondud 
of  gen.  Lecourbe  and  the  troops  under  his 
command,  who  have  never  been  difcon- 
-certed,  either  by  the  difficulty  of  the 
roads  the  excefiive  Severity  of  the  cold 
nor  the  enormous  quantity  of  fnow  ;  and 
who  have  derived  new,  ftrehgth  from  the 
very  obftacles  thev  had  to  lurmOunt. 

The  new  confeript  levies,  the  firft  time 
thev  were  in  action,  on  every  occalion 
iifplayed  a  courage  which  was  admired 
by  the  oldeft  foldiers  in  the  army.

ARMY  OF  ITALY. 

ExtraSlof  a  letter  from  t be  gen.  of  divi- 
sion Rubem,  to  tbe  commander  in  cbief 
of  tbe  army  of  Italy,  dated  bead-quar- 
ters at  Foggia,  March  10, 

General, 

The  coalefced  army  of  La  Pouille  and 
the  Abbruzze's  was  by  ho  means  of  an 
ephemeral  duration.  A  number  of  gal- 
ley Haves,  and  the  fcattered  remainder  of 
corps,  which  wore  befoi-e  me  in  the  Ab- 
bruzze's ftrengthehed  by  all  the  populace 
of  San  Severo  and  its  environs,  formed 
together  an  afleniblage  of  10,000  men, 
■who  had  occupied  a  ftrong  military  pofiii- 
tion.  They  had  occupied  a  height  co- 
vered with  Olives,  which  commanded  an 
entenfive  plain,  which  was  cleared  bv 
their  Cavalry,  whilft  their  cannon  was  w 
placed  as  to  command  the  principal  onen- 
ing. 

After  having  made  my  difpofitions,  the 
fignal  was  given,  and  the  attai  I  was"  made 
with  the  qmicknefa  of  lightning. — The 
manoeuvres  were  bravely  executed  by  our 
troops,  the  retreat  of  the  rebels  was  com- 
pletely cut  off,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
day  was  nothing  more  than  an  abfolute 
meafure.  It  was  terminated  only  by  the 
mer.  mixing  themfelves  with  the  women 
and  children,  who  had  fled  on  the  pre- 
ceding day,  and  who  were  put  forward  to 
meet  the  i'jrv  of  our  foldiers.  Thefe  ob- 
jects always  rcfpe£ted  in  the  eyes  of 
Frenchmen,  obtained  for  the  rebels  a  de- 
gree of  co.nmiferation  which  they  did  not 
themfelves  deferve.  Our  foldiers,  fo  ter- 
rible but  one  hour  before,  mildly  re-con- 
ducted thefe  groups  of  women  and  chil- 
dren td  their  forfaketi  habitations.

The  Paris  papers  of  the  24th  o<"  March 
ftate,  that  a  Ragufan  veffel  from  Alexan- 
dria, arrived  at  Ragufa  on  the  6th  of 
March  with  the  following  accounts  from 
Egypt:  ; 

Alexandria  had  a  garrifon  of  2000 
French  troops,  and  the  re  were  22,000  men 
polled  along  the  coall  as  far  as  Rofetta. 
The  Engiifh  attempted  to  bombard  A- 
lcxandria,  but  Without  iuccefs.  They 
had  landed  a  confidcrablc  body  of  Ruffi- 
ans and  Turks  who  were  defeated.  A  bo- 
dy, conlifting  of  10,000  French  and 
10,000  Greeks  advanced  into  Syria,  and 
after  defeating  the  Mamelukes  made  them- 
felves mailers  of  Gaza,  on  the  Frontiers 
of  Syria.  The  army  of  Murad  Bey  is 
entirely  deftroyed,  and  he  is  ftated  to 
have  been  either  taken  or  killed.  Buon- 
aparte was  at  Cairo,  and  the  French  have 
a  great  number  of  adherents,  conlifting  of 
Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews  and  even  Eu 
ropeans.  v
